There is an acellular 
pertussis vaccine prepared from the purified antj&enic components of ' bprdetella pertussis, which causes 
fewer adverse reactions than whole - cell vaccine and, like the whole-cell vaccine, is generally used in a 
mixture with diphtheria and tetanus toxoids .
